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COLOR AS FORM: So many phoiographs—and paintings 
too, for that matter—are just tinted black-and-whites. The prejudice 
many photographers have against color photography comes from 
not thinking of color as form. You can say things with color that 
can’t be said in black-and-white. 

I never expected to take up color photography, though uncon- 
sciously I had been thinking about it. You don’t stop thinking about 
a thing because you don’t do it. One day George Waters, then with 
the Eastman Kodak Company, wired me asking if I’d be inter- 
ested in doing one or two photographs of Point Lobos in color. I 
wired back that I knew Point Lobos better than any man alive but 
I didn’t know color. If he could convince me his product was fool- 
proof, I’d try it out. 

He didn’t wait; he sent me two dozen sheets of Ektachrome air ex- 
press—practically forcing me into it, for which I’ve been eternally 
grateful. I spent a pleasant couple of mornings using up the two 
dozen, and sent them to Los Angeles to be processed. I wanted to 
see what they looked like before I sent them on to George. My first 
batch!—I remember looking at them just like an amateur looking 
at his first drugstore print and saying, ““Gee—they came out!” I sent 
thirteen of that batch to George and instead of one or two, he bought 
seven—from two mornings’ work. I decided I liked color. 

Then Willard Van Dyke started making the movie The Photog- 
rapher, which was to be a combination of photography and the West, 
with me as subject. He wanted me to retrace my steps through 
Death Valley, Lake Tenaya, The Big Sur, and other places where I 
have worked a lot. And he urged me really to work, offering the 
strong backs of his assistants to lug my 8 x 10 - E D 
anywhere. I didn’t want to do again what I 

had done in black-and-white, so I took along 

nothing but color film. I wanted to think exclu- W Ee 
sively in color. As in black-and-white one learns to forget color, 
so in color one must learn to forget the black-and-white forms. 

In spite of my early successes, I still didn’t know much about the 
technique, so I just followed the printed instructions. I never make 
more than one exposure—unless of course there is a high wind or 
some moving object. 

You find a few subjects that can be expressed in either color or 
black-and-white. But you find more that can be said only through 
one of them. Many I photographed would be meaningless in black- 
and-white; the separation of forms is possible only because of the 
juxtaposition of colors. 

At just the moment I began to get somewhere, I had unfortunately, 
for several reasons, to quit. I feel I only scratched the surface. But 
those who say that color will eventually replace black-and-white are 
talking nonsense. The two do not compete with each other. They 
are different means to different ends.—E. W.

COMMENTS: 


To see color first, and see it integral with form, line, shadow, depth— 
isn’t easy. And when, for nearly fifty years, you have taught yourself 
to see the world in black-and-white, only to be suddenly stripped of 
controls that by now are almost instinctive, and bereft of the magic 
you can work with glittering whites, luminous grays, and sharp blacks, 
it is still less easy. You are reduced to bare vision—and in the present 
primitive state of color photography, you can’t even get all you see. 

You can see unusual colors and subtle relations between them, and 

know in advance that the coarse prismatic scale will lose both. You 
can see a dazzling dominance of certain hues and be unhappily assured 
that the supporting darks will go watery and blue. The shrill dyes 
have been deliberately stepped up to please a public with little ex- 
perience in any but obvious color. Worse still, your expensive trans- 
parency itself is fugitive; not even in printers’ ink or in carbro will 
your image survive long. 
COLOR PHOTOGRAPHY TODAY is about where black-and-white was 
when the daguerreotype was new. The controls are few and insuffi- 
cient—corrective, not creative. The image has unexpected qualities, 
harsh and strange to the eye that has been steeped in painting. The 
challenge, then as now, is a boomerang: to the scientists, inventors, 
manufacturers to find something more flexible, permanent and simple, 
and to the photographers to stop thinking in terms of other media and 
start seeing in a medium they must discover for themselves. 

Kdward Weston had not merely looked at painting; he had himself 
through his work been a source of excitement and discovery to a num- 
ber of good painters. For him, there was no conflict between painting 
and photography. He was quite aware of the importance of photog- 
raphy, and he knew it was an end in itself, comparable to no other 
and still relatively unknown. For years he had been thinking quietly 
about color, without the cash or the necessity to practice it. When the 
opportunity finally arrived, he accepted blithely. He was used to bare 
vision, he had deliberately limited his own technique to essentials, and 
he possessed one advantage so unorthodox as to be almost unfair. 
SINCE 1915 OR THEREABOUTS, when he was winning prizes for 
his “high key” portraiture, he has believed in a massive exposure. 


Developing in a weak energy developer, by inspection, he could then | 


get both the highlights and the shadows rich, or let the shadows go 
black if he preferred. Long before meters became electric and more 
sensitive than the eye, Weston, like any good man in that day, learned 
to be a meter himself—“to feel the light.” He still trusts his eye and 
experience more than any meter. Young photographers are confused 
and amazed when they behold him measuring with his meter every 
value in the sphere where he intends to work, from the sky to the 
ground under his feet. He is “feeling the light” and checking his own 
observations. After which he puts the meter. away and does what he 
thinks. Often he adds everything up—filter, extension, film speed, and 
so on—and doubles the computation. With most photographers this 
would result in gross overexposure and unprintable negatives. With 
Weston it works; nearly fifty years of judging the light, and de- 
veloping and printing lie behind any decision. When he came to 
color, this habit, by now almost unconscious, stood by him towards 
phenomenal success; most photographers underexpose color. But 
Weston, following the Kodak instructions and himself, made only 
one mistake in timing in his first two dozen 8 x 10s. When Kodak 
published a portfolio of his color, the data on stops and speeds 
caused a flood of bewildered letters. (Continued on page 132)

RETINA IIA 


The story of a remarkable pocket-size camera ... by HERBERT KEPPLER 


THE 35MM CAMERA has undergone a remarkable change 
since its conception. At the beginning it was little more 
than a small box, a shutter and a fast (for the time) lens. 
It could be carried almost unnoticed in the hand or 
slipped into a pocket. 

In twenty-five years, the miniature camera has become 
scarcely recognizable. Large aperture lenses in bulky 
mounts, combination range and viewfinders, double ex- 
posure prevention mechanisms and other mechanical 
innovations have added size and weight. Some 35mm 
cameras outweigh and are larger than contemporary 
214 x 314 cameras. And the size seems to be increasing. 


One of the few exceptions is the Retina IIa. Its fold- 
ing design represents a school of camera manufacture 
peculiarly European. Although most of the desirable 
modern improvements—fast lens and shutter, combina- 
tion range and viewfinder—have been added, the Retina 
IIa of today is about the same shape and weight as 
the first Retina introduced in 1934. It fits into a good 
sized pocket (see picture, page 62), can be brought into 
play quickly and is exceptionally silent in operation. 
Although the Retina £/2 Schneider Xenon lens is not in- 
terchangeable, a list of accessories extends the camera’s 
versatility considerably in the field of closeups. (The 
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Retina Ila should not be confused with earlier Retina 
models, especially the Retina IIb which, oddly enough, pre- 
ceded the Retina Ila. You can always spot the Retina Ila; 
it is the only model that has both lever and rangefinder.) 

The Retina Ila retains most of the advantages of top 
modern miniatures as well as a compactness few have. 
This has been accomplished partly by the use of a bellows 
and collapsible strut lens mount which allows the entire 
lens assembly to fold directly into the camera body. The 
camera bed serves as a protective cover for the lens when 
the camera is folded. You don’t need a lens cap when this 
camera is slipped into your pocket. The lens is amply 
protected. This method of construction has sometimes 
been criticized as not having the strength of fixed lens 
mounts or collapsible metal tubes. MODERN was therefore 
interested in how the Retina Ila would stand up under 
rough treatment. It stood up surprisingly well. 

The Retina was removed from its leather case and for 
three months was carried in pockets or underneath a coat 
on the ends of a neckstrap—in much the same manner as 
an owner would often carry it. It was taken on vacations 
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by staff members and was opened and closed literally 
thousands of times to test the rigidity of the lens mount. 
Hundreds of pictures in black-and-white and color were 
made. Ease of handling were tested and discussed. Here 
are the results. 

After the camera arrived, the rangefinder was checked 
for accurate coincidence. When the camera was pointed 
at a distant steeple and the focusing mount was set to in- 
finity, the two rangefinder images did not coincide. Some 
camera manufacturers and optical experts no longer con- 
sider this method of tesing valid, however. Instead they 
prefer tests at relatively close distances where rangefinder 
accuracy is more important because of the shallow depth 
of field. The Retina Ila rangefinder was therefore tested 
at close distances, also. Test exposures showed that the 
lens was not focusing on the same plane as the range- 
finder. At the same time a check showed the camera to

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be back focusing .003 inch. Both rangefinder and lens-to- 
film distance were adjusted by a qualified repairman. 
Optical bench checks.on the lens indicated that per- 
formance should be quite good at f/2 and better when 
stopped down to f/3.5 or £/4. Definition at the smallest 
aperture, {/16, was quite good for a lens of this type. 
The performance in actual picture tests (see picture, 
page 63) was amazing, considering that the complete 
Retina Ila costs less than just the 50mm f/2 lenses on 
some other cameras. 

Opening the camera was easy. A touch of a button on 
the bottom of the camera and a pull on the lens lid snaps 
the camera into operating position. Returning the cam- 
era to its closed position takes practice. The lens mount 
must be set at infinity. Two buttons located on the lens 
mount struts must be depressed simultaneously and the 
camera lid then closed evenly. Any unevenness of pres- 
sure on the buttons or in closing the lid may cause jam- 
ming of the lens mount. 


About the rangefinder 


The combination range and viewfinder was adequate 
in bright light. In dim light it was less easy to use than 
the rangefinder on a number of other 35mm cameras, 
notably the Kodak Signet. Some users reported that the 
two images were often hard to differentiate. The range- 
finder was accurate, however. With familiarity of use it 
became easier to handle the camera. 

Loading the camera proved simple and fast. A pull on 
the lever at the right side of the camera body causes the 
back to swing open. The take-up spool is fixed permanently 
in the camera and can be threaded easily. The frame 
counter is of an unusual design.. With most 35mm cam- 
eras, you wind and release the film advance twice or three 
times and then set the frame counter to one. The Retina 
Ila counter, however, can be set immediately to one of the 
diamond markings on the frame counter (see picture, 
left). You then advance the film with the rapid wind 
lever each time depressing the film wind release button 
until the frame counter indicates the 20 or 36 exposure 
marking. You’re now ready to take the first picture. 
Thereafter the frame counter will show you the number 
of pictures remaining to be taken instead of the number 
already made. 


Speeds and apertures 


Changes in shutter speeds can be made easily. A small 
red dot on the knurled shutter setting ring is placed oppo- 
site whatever speed you wish. Speeds can be preselected 
before or after the shutter is cocked with the exception of 
the 1/500 setting which must be set before cocking. 

Lens apertures are set by moving a lever around the 
bottom of the lens mount. The lever has click stops which 
are not altogether a blessing. The lever must be pulled 
away slightly from the lens mount in order to make aper- 
ture changes. Since the lever has little to grab you'll need 
a sturdy pair of fingernails—at least until the lever loosens 
up a bit. After three months this was just beginning to 
occur. 

The Retina IIa has a German push-on type flash tip 
instead of the ASA bayonet tip common on many Ameri- 
can 35mm miniatures. Although a Kodak Flashpost 
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Exposure at f/2 at 1/500 sec. showed good over-all definition of f£/2 Xenon lens on the Retina IIa tested. Note sharpness 
even at the extreme edges of the picture frame. The lens quality compared favorably with much more expensive optics. 








adapter to convert the German tip to ASA is supplied 
with the camera, the basic disadvantage of the push-on 
tip remains—the flash connector may get loose and be- 
come disconnected at the most inopportune times. It 
should be checked constantly for a snug fit. 

The tripod socket is of an odd design. Not only is it 
placed at the far right of the camera base but it is not re- 
cessed into the camera body. Thus when the camera is 
placed on a tripod, or a flash unit is attached using the 
tripod socket, the camera acts as a lever, putting undue 
strain on the tripod socket. A number of small composi- 
tion washers are supplied with the camera. These can be 
placed around the tripod socket for a firmer support when 
a tripod is used. An alternative is to use the Retina Camera 
Platform, an accessory which we'll discuss shortly. 

The film rewind knob is large and rewinding is fast. 
Once the rewind button on the bottom of the camera is 
depressed and rewinding begun (picture, page 62) you 
can rewind without holding on to the button. The button 
will return to the normal position when the camera is re- 
loaded. 

In operation, the camera proved accurate and rigid. 
Despite frequent bumping and jostling in pockets, it re- 
tained its rigidity and correct lens-to-film alignment. The 
double exposure prevention device worked at all times. 
The quiet shutter made the Retina useful for taking pic- 
tures where other cameras would have been too noisy— 
in a theater and in a studio at a live TV broadcast. The 
finish didn’t stand up as well as on the Kodak Signet. The 
leather and baked enamel showed pronounced scuff marks 
after three months of rough usage without a carrying case. 
A soft leather pouch into which the Retina could be 
slipped would be a good investment for an owner. 

When the camera had been examined and tested thor- 
oughly various Retina IIa close-up accessories were tried. 

The Retina Close-up rangefinder fits in the Retina’s 
accessory shoe atop the camera and allows focusing to 
nearly 11 inches when the special close-up lenses are used 
in conjunction with it (see right picture, below). 





In use, focusing and viewing is done through this 
close-up rangefinder instead of the built-in rangefinder 
of the camera. Regular plus 1, plus 2 and plus 3 close-up 
lenses cannnot be substituted for the ones in the kit since 
they do not match the rangefinder. 

Other devices to facilitate close-up work are also avail- 
able. The Retina Table Top Camera Stand (about $29.50) 
(see pictures below) makes working at table height 
easier and helps to prevent camera movement. The Retina 
Camera Platform (about $5.25) attaches to the bottom of 
the camera and provides a centrally located tripod socket 
so the camera can be mounted evenly on the Camera 
Stand or on any tripod. 

The Retina Close-up Kit (about $50) provides an alter- 
nate method of making close-ups. By attaching a wire 
frame finder and the proper close-up lens to the camera, 
all the photographer need do is press the subject against 
the frame edge with the camera prefocused. Anything in- 
cluded in the frame will be included in the picture (see 
pictures, opposite page). 

All devices tested worked accurately. A sample of the 
work turned out with wire frame finder and close-up lens 
can also be found opposite. 


A brief summing up 

The Retina Ila camera fulfills all the requirements for 
which it has been designed, plus more. It incorporates a 
fast lens and shutter in a small reliable body which can 
be worked rapidly and silently. The various problems 
with which new owners may experience trouble—holding 
the camera, focusing—can be overcome to a great extent 
by use and practice. 

It’s not surprising that Sir Edmund Hillary would 
choose this light, pocketable and reliable camera for his 
final dash to the top of Mount Everest. This is just one 
more time that a compact and versatile camera such as the 
Retina performed a job where other cameras could not be 
taken or might not operate—THE END 























The Retina Ila close-up accessories are efficient 


There are basically two methods of making close-ups with the Retina Ila. One 
method calls for the use of the Retina Close-up Kit. Included with this kit are 
three supplementary lenses, two wire field frames, a wire distance gauge, a 
holder to fasten the frames and gauge to the camera and a right angle head 
which converts the camera stand for vertical use (the camera stand is not in- 
cluded in the kit). The second method of making close-ups uses the Retina Close 
Range and View Finder plus three special supplementary lenses. All of this 
equipment, plus the Camera Platform, can be seen in the photograph at far left. 
In the second photograph from the left, a field frame, frame holder, the right 
angle head and a supplementary lens from the Close-up Kit are being used with 
the Camera Stand for copying a photograph. The field frame keeps camera at 
proper distance and also shows area of picture. The Close Range and View Finder 
is shown in the next illustration mounted atop the Retina, ready to photograph 
a flower. The ease of using the field frames can be seen in the illustration direct- 
ly at left. The photograph of the metal bolts and hand, reproduced above, was 
made at f/16 and 1/25 sec. with floods. Using the field frames plus a supple- 
mentary lens in this manner is simpler than employing the Close Range and 
View Finder. However, the field frames only measure fixed distances while the 
accessory Close Range and View Finder can be used at intermediate distances. 
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Although the Exakta appears large, it’s easy to use at 
waist level. An indentation in back forms finger grip. 


Controls are sturdy. Tripod sockets, side and bottom, 
allow camera to be loaded without removal from tripod. 


Back can be slipped from Exakta 66 with turn of a 
single lever. Film is then loaded into the removable back.

ON THE EXAKTA 66 


THE EXAKTA 66, a 214 x 214 single lens reflex of unusual 
design and versatility, will be available shortly at a list 
price of about $300. The lens is an 80mm f/2.8 Carl 
Zeiss (Jena) Tessar with preset diaphragm, built-in sun- 
shade and bayonet lens mount. The focal plane shutter 
has speeds of from 1/1000 to 12 sec. plus Time and Bulb; 
also delayed action. The waist-level reflex finder is re- 
movable and an eye-level Pentaprism finder will be 
available in the future. 

MoDERN examined one of the first production Exakta 
66 cameras although there wasn’t enough time to run any 
conclusive film tests with it. At first glance the camera 
appears rather large. But it’s easy to operate at waist 
level and fits into your hands nicely. 

At the touch of a button at the rear of the camera, the 
focusing hood springs into position. The ground glass 
is a condensing type lens, ground finely on the under 
side. Illumination is equally brilliant to the corners. A 
large magnifying glass in the hood covers the entire 
ground glass and is mounted in a mask. When the two 
side panels of the hood are pressed together slightly, the 
mask forms a light-tight viewing box over the ground 
glass as shown in the top photo. There is also provision 
for direct viewing through windows in the rear and 
front hood panels. 

The single lens reflex has one major advantage over 
twin-lens reflexes. Unlike the twin-lens design, single- 
lens instruments have no parallax error, since viewing is 
done directly through the taking lens. This may cause one 
difficulty if focusing is done with the lens wide open for 
maximum brilliance. Some time may be lost between 
focusing and taking the picture while the lens is stopped 
down to the proper aperture. The Exakta 66 preset dia- 
phragm shortens this delay considerably. You can focus 
wide open. Then a flick of a finger, just before snapping 
the shutter, will instantly close the lens down to any 
predetermined stop. : 

Speed settings are located on two dials as on the 35mm 
Exakta VX. One dial contains the slow speeds and de- 
layed action mechanism while the other controls the fast 
speeds. These can be seen on the left side of the cam- 
era (top photo) on either side of the large combination 
film advance and shutter winding wheel. This wheel has 
finger grips. A short turn advances the film and winds 
the shutter. It then snaps back to its normal position. The 
shutter release is located at the lower right front of the 
Exakta 66. 

The left side of the camera body (middle photo) con- 
tains the bayonet lens mount release button (near left 
thumb), a tripod socket, a round wheel and indicator 
window for changing flash (Continued on page 114) 

















MODERN TESTS THE 
NEW LUMAX 110 


ELECTRONIC FLASH UNITS continue to become smaller in 
size and price, and the Lumax 110 may be the smallest 
yet in both. This electronic flash unit weighs 34 lb., 
operates on alternating current, and can be used with 
any camera having X-type (zero delay) synchronization. 
The unit costs $19.95. 

The top photo shows the complete Lumax 110 includ- 
ing the AC line cord and synch cord. Slightly larger 
than a pack of cigarettes, it measures 31, x 3 x 114 in., 
less the reflector. The flashtube is contained in a clear 
plastic shatterproof envelope. Both the tube and reflec- 
tor are permanently attached to the unit. Flash dura- 
tion is 1/1000 sec. and recycling time between flashes 
is 2 seconds. 

The synchronization cords and brackets are available 
as accessories. One particular swivel-type bracket is quite 
novel. With it the Lumax can be used for direct flash 
when attached to the accessory clip atop a 35mm camera 
or swiveled for bounce flash (as shown in middle photo). 

MOopERN gave one of the first production units to pho- 
tographer Benn Mitchell for practical testing. The Lumax 
Manufacturing Co. advised using a guide number of 
110 with Super-XX film, developed normally. Mitchell 
decided to test out the unit and establish his own guide 
number—a practice every electronic flash user should 
adopt. With the flash directly at the camera, Mitchell 
shot six rolls of film with his twin-lens reflex, using 
various lens openings and average subjects. The films 
were developed for different lengths of time in Kodak 
D-76 and in Promicrol. Mitchell found that his shots 
made with a guide number of 110 and normal develop- 
ment in D-76 were on the thin side. He increased devel- 
opment to 20 minutes at 70 degrees and obtained what 
he considered a normal negative. 

The 110 guide number produced a good workable 
negative when developed in Promicrol for 15 minutes at 
68 degrees. 

Mitchell then set about making two display shots to 
show what the unit could actually do. He planned to 
shoot a dancer in a leap, using direct flash, and then try 
the unit as a bounce light to photograph children. He 
first set up a seamless black background and dressed the 
dancer in a red leotard. This would be a particularly 
tough assignment for the tiny Lumax, since Mitchell de- 
sired to separate the red costume from the background 
while maintaining good skin rendition. Since this was 
far from a normal situation, Mitchell used a lower guide 
number of 80. He placed the Lumax unit on an extension 
ten feet from the girl and exposed at f{/8. As expected, 
he achieved the separation. The skin tones were a bit 
overexposed when developed in D-76 for 20 minutes, 
but were quite printable on (Continued on page 137)

MODERN fests an interesting new product from Britain 


CHALK UP ANOTHER SUCCESS for British photographic 
chemists—a powerful, but soft working, maximum speed, 
low contrast developer, which should be of marked value 
for picture taking under bad light conditions. It is in- 
tended particularly for use with 35mm and roll films. 

Capitol developer is the latest in a series of British 
developers designed to wring the greatest possible effec- 
tive emulsion speed (sensitivity) out of a film, without 
degrading the picture quality excessively. According to 
the results of MopERN’s tests, it goes further toward 
achieving this end than any other product we have 
worked with. 

First, the problems involved should be defined. This 
is done in a remarkably clear and restrained manner in 


the leaflet accompanying each bottle, which is quoted and 
paraphrased below. Most films are conservatively rated 
and have reserves of speed which can be utilized by 
suitable processing. These speed reserves vary consid- 
erably from film to film and each film has its limits; 
often the reserve is much less than some pegple think. 
“There can be little doubt that the practice of ‘determin- 
ing’ speed increases by using photo-electric exposure 
meters has given an entirely misleading picture of the 
results which can be expected.” Generally speaking, a 
particular developing technique is “considered to in- 
crease effective film speed if it produces a more satisfac- 
tory rendering of shadow detail than would have been 
obtained by developing an identical exposure in the

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standard M.Q. Borax developer for the time normally 
recommended by the maker of the film.” 
It is not enough, however, merely to force develop- 
ment to bring up shadow detail. To be really worthwhile, 
the film speed increase should be achieved without ex- 
cessive negative contrast, blocked up highlights and 
objectionable graininess. 
The leaflet then goes on to say, “We do not claim that 
Capitol is the ideal or final solution to the problem, 
but we believe it to be more satisfactory than any super- 
speed developing technique yet devised. 
“It has the property of emphasising the rendering of 
shadow detail in a negative to a marked degree—without 
producing either excessive contrast or highlight density 
and without reducing the exposure latitude of the film.” 
Starting in June, Mopern’s editors conducted careful 
and extensive tests which indicated that Capitol achieves 
just about what its makers claim for it. Sensitometric 
tests by qualified persons were made in two separate 
laboratories, and were followed by practical picture- 
taking tests. More than 25 rolls of film were exposed 
and developed under controlled conditions, and some 
remarkable results appeared. 
First of all, this is not a developer for general, all 
around work and should not be used in preference to 
standard developers unless there is a definite need for it. 
(Incidentally, the Capitol leaflet gives precisely the 
same warning.) 
The exposure and development of the film must be 
done with care, and developing instructions followed to 
the letter. Otherwise, you'll probably wind up with a set 
of the most overexposed negatives you ever had. 
The developer comes in concentrated liquid form and 
has to be diluted for use. Two sets of developing times 
at 68° F. are given—for 1 to 4 and 1 to 7 dilutions with 
water. Since this developer can be used only once and 
then must be thrown out, the 1 to 7 dilution is more eco- 
nomical and sensible. Besides, developing times are rela- 
tively short, even at 1:7. 
Although the developer should keep indefinitely if 
sealed and unopened, it is subject to oxidation, like any 
developer, once the air gets to it. Therefore, it would 
be a good idea to buy a few 2-oz. bottles, and as soon 
as the larger bottle is opened for the first time pour the 
remaining developer into small bottles and seal them 
with a minimum of air inside. 
Capitol developer was formulated to fit the needs of 
certain emulsions available in Britain. It performs par- 
ticularly well with Ilford films, especially HP3 in 35mm 
and roll sizes. When diluted (Continued on page 143)

David Zeitlin tells why Parisian movie stars want to 


be photographed by Sam Levin or Lucienne Chevert 


PARIS, the world’s most beautiful city, is at its enchanting best when they turn on the lights at night. Thousands of 
light globes, some mounted on poles, some recessed in the ground, some affixed to the masonry, pour a majestic 
radiance over the city’s broad boulevards and frothy fountains. With understandable pride, Frenchmen refer to their 
capital as the “City of Light.” 

Not all of the lights are outdoors, however. Paris is also the film capital of the country. In the vast studios of the 
movie-makers, powerful kleig lights illuminate another famous kind of French beauty—that of the nation’s glam- 
orous movie stars. Any Frenchman’ and every tourist can enjoy Paris’s illuminated shrines—but few can obtain a 
close look at the beautiful creatures of the screen. 

Regardless of how guarded their studio and private lives may be, however. almost every French actress cheer- 
fully spends a certain amount of time each year under still a third set of lights. These are located in a room scarcely 
more than 18 feet square at No. 3 Rue du Faubourg St. Honoré—the studio of Sam Levin and Lucienne Chevert, 
Paris’s most celebrated photographers of movie stars. 

The stars themselves acclaim the studio. While Levin’s success is partly attributable to the fact that he knows how 
to handle lights and cameras, it is of no little consequence that he also knows how to please beautiful French women. 
A quiet, soft-spoken, moon-faced man of 48, Levin gives the impression of catering to his client’s dictation. This is 
true only insofar as the lady’s wishes coincide with his professional opinion. Actually, the Levin process is one of 
diplomatically translating the subject’s desires into good Levin pictures. 

The process always starts with the actress phoning for an appointment. If Levin has never photographed her be- 
fore, a half-hour appointment is booked. If he has already made pictures of her, a one-hour session is scheduled. 
The original half-hour sitting is a getting-acquainted meeting. Levin likes to meet the girl, photograph her, study 
the contacts, then take another set of pic- 
tures. “By the time we meet a second 
time,” he says, “I not only know the 
angles from which a girl will photo- 
graph the best, but I also know how to 
put her at ease so that she enjoys being 
photographed!” 

When the actress arrives at the studio 
(the girls are usually punctual) she in- 
variably shows up with a valise full of 
clothes and a head full of ideas. As soon 
as the girl unpacks, her picture ideas 
become self-evident. In Levin’s studio 
the girls may bring anything from a long 
formal evening gown down to and in- 
cluding the briefest of Bikinis. While the 
girl is getting into her costume and ap- 
plying her makeup, Levin starts setting 
up his lights and camera. Full-length pic- 
tures usually call for one set of apparatus; 
close-up portraits, another. 

The typical French actress not only 
selects the outfit she wants to be pic- 
tured in, but also has pretty definite 
ideas about the pose she wants. Levin 
and Miss Chevert always listen calmly 
and patiently as the girl explains how 
she wants to be photographed. The busi- 
ness of a subject telling a photographer 














One approach to glamour lighting is shown in the picture, opposite, of actress Tilda Thanar. For this picture, 
Levin used a single spotlight located high and to the right of the camera. Lucienne Chevert’s glamour shot of 
Dominique Wilmes, above, required a number of spotlights, plus a bank of floodlights hidden below the posing 
platform. The spotlights were trained upon the girl’s face and figure; the floods lighted only the background. 











This simple glamour shot of Miss Aubry required only two spotlights. One spot, high to the left, 
lighted the top of her head and right arm; the main spot, high on the right, lighted her face.

how to make a picture might irritate some pho- 
tographers, but with Levin it doesn’t produce 
so much as a lifted eyebrow. “Why should it?” 
he asks. “After all, I can always ignore any sug- 
gestions I don’t want to follow. Then, too, the 
girl’s ideas very often make good sense. The 
pose a girl requests is usually one arrived at 
after long hours of self-inspection in the -bath- 
room mirror. Every actress knows which side 
of her face is the prettier, n’est ce pas?” 

Levin’s primary aim when he photographs a 
girl is to make her look as vivaciously alive as 
possible. Thus if he photographs a girl the way 
she wants to be pictured (or at least the way 
she thinks she does) the chances of capturing 
animated expressions are enhanced. 

Keeping the client relaxed and content is 
more than half the battle. In the Levin-Chevert 
studio this task is helped along by the use of 
mirrors. On the wall of the studio behind the 
cameras hangs a large plate-glass mirror. Affixed 
to the ceiling, directly over the posing area, is 
another large mirror. After striking a pose a 
girl can teil at a glance how she looks. 

A studio radio provides another balm to 
soothe the Gallic temperament. Fortunately for 
all Paris portraitists, one of the local stations 
broadcasts light and semi-classical music all 
day long. Neither (Continued on page 104) 





Toning from A fo Z 


BY DR. ROBERT F. EDGERTON, A.P.S.A., Eastman Kodak Co. 


TONING is the final step in the process of making a pho- 
tograph live. Selection of the tone most appropriate for 
mood and subject matter is the culmination of all the 
work of picture making, film developing, and paper 
processing. The effectiveness of the print depends on its 
tone just as it depends on other elements of paper grade, 
stock tint, and surface. There are reasons for leaving 
some prints in their original black-and-white. But unless 
this is clearly the case, toning should be used—not to 
dominate the print, but to harmonize with it and further 
reveal the nature of its subject and mood. 

For example, if the print is of water, steel bridges, or 
snow, we would probably use such a cool color as blue 
to express this feeling. 

If your print suggests warmth, a wide range of tones 
is available. There are purplish browns, neutral browns, 
red and yellow browns and even reds. If there is only a 
little warmth—a stray beam of sunlight on a cold build- 
ing—then a purplish or neutral brown might be desirable. 
If your print is a portrait, the personality of the sub- 
ject should dictate whether toning is to be neutral brown, 
warmer yellow, or warm red brown. 

If a print suggests strong color or high temperature, 
then you may want to try toning it red. Subjects which 
lend themselves to this treatment are sunsets, camp- 
fires, steel mills, etc. Or perhaps you have a print of a 
field of ripe wheat. A golden yellow brown tone here 
would be just right. 

This article is concerned with packaged toners which 
are easy to use and which will give the results described 
above. If you wish to make up toners from formulas, 
consult the Kodak handbook, Processing and Formulas. 


BLUE TONES. Pleasing blue tones are produced by 
Kodak Blue Toner or the well-known gold-thiourea toners. 
Formulas for the latter generally include the use of 
sulfuric or citric acid as a third constituent. There ap- 
pears to be little significant difference in the resulting 
tone, whichever of the acids is employed. 

The most important influence on the final tone is the 
type of paper used. Some cold tone projection papers 
(such as Kodak Royal Bromide) do not tone blue at all; 
neutral tone papers (such as Medalist) give a very attrac- 
tive blue-black. Warm tone enlarging papers (such as 
Ektalure) tend toward a navy or purple-blue. (Papers of 
corresponding characteristics made by other manufac- 
turers are listed, pages 84-85.) : 

In the toning bath, toning occurs first in the high- 
light areas and proceeds slowly until the shadows are 
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toned. With cold papers, prints may be toned partially 
without this tone difference being apparent in the fin- 
ished print. Partial toning with warm tone papers will 
give a “double toning” effect which means that tones 
occur only in some parts of the print. Because of this 
two-tone result, warm toned papers usually are toned 
to completion. 

Blue toners give an apparent increase in contrast and 
a slight blocking of detail in the heavy shadow areas of 
the final print. For this reason, a print to be toned blue 
should be made a little lighter than a corresponding 
black-and-white print. Exactly how much lighter depends 
upon the paper you use and your preference. 


NEUTRAL AND YELLOW-BROWNS. Conversion of 
the silver image to silver sulfide results in an astonishing 
array of tones. The particular tone that you get is re- 
lated to the paper-toner combination you use (see chart, 
page 84). With any single sulfide toner, you will find 
that the cold papers give the most neutral brown tones;

and the warm papers, yellow-brown tones. The neutral 
papers occupy a tonal range that is roughly between these 
extremes. For any given paper Sulfide Sepia T-7a and 
Kodak Sepia usually give the yellowest brown tones; 
Hypo-Alum Sepia T-la, less warm tones; and Polysulfide 
T-8 and Kodak Brown Toner, the coldest, or most 
neutral brown tones. Low cost favors these last two toners 
since they are used at high dilution and their capacity 
is excellent. 

The bleach redevelop toners produce rich neutral 
browns on cold papers (chart, below) ; a slightly yellow 
tone on neutral papers; and pronounced golden-yellow 
brown on warm papers. Bleach-redevelop toning is about 
the only method that has any action on the cold papers. 
The other toners generally give no reaction at all. 

The direct brown toners produce a negligible tone on 
cold papers; a very attractive cool brown on neutral 


it has practically no effect on cold projection papers). 
These rich shades of brown are possible because T-21 
is one of the few chemical toners which tones the high- 
lights and shadows evenly, thereby permitting you to 
stop when the desired tone has been attained. If toning 
is carried to completion, T-21 gives tones that are 
slightly less yellow than the polysulfide toners. 


PURPLE-BROWNS AND RED-BROWNS. The third 
type of toning that permits either partial or complete 
toning is represented by Kodak Rapid Selenium Toner. 
This toner gives red-browns with the warm papers; 
purple-browns with the neutral tone papers; and has no 
effect on the cold papers. Capacity is excellent (about 
twenty-five 8 x 10 prints or their equivalent per quart of 
working solution) and cost is moderately low (approxi- 
mately 90 cents per 8 oz. bottle of stock solution).

YELLOW RED AND RED. The combination of Kodak

Here’s how you work with toners for professional results 


BLUE TONES. The single solution toning bath is gen- 
erally used at 70° F., although it may be heated to 
90-100° for faster action. To prevent spots and yellow 
stains, the prints should be agitated gently but continu- 
ously during the entire toning operation. At 70°, toning 
is usually complete in 20 minutes; at 90-100°, in five 
minutes. The capacity of the toning solution is rather 
poor (approximately fifteen 8 x 10 prints per quart) and 
the cost of about 78 cents per quart relatively high. Make 
up only the amount you will use at one time. 


NEUTRAL BROWNS AND YELLOW BROWNS. The 
old Hypo-Alum Sepia T-la toner has three distinct ad- 
vantages in its favor—if you can tolerate its odor of 
sulfur dioxide and provide for its use at 115-120°. First, 
it is the one toner which is the exception to the thorough 
washing rule. It may be used after a print has been 
washed five to ten minutes. Also, if the prints are kept 
moving continuously it will tone to completion in 20 
minutes without a trace of any highlight or paper stain. 
Finally, it has excellent capacity (approximately twenty- 
five 8 x 10 prints per quart of working solution). 
Hypo-Alum toner bleaches the print, so expose nor- 
mally and increase the development time over that recom- 
mended for a black-and-white print. Warm tone papers 
bleach more than neutral tone papers and require about 
100 percent increase in development time, while the 
neutral papers may require only a 25 percent increase. 
Be sure to sponge off the print surface before drying in 
order to remove the deposit of sulfur which settles there. 
Kodak Sepia Toner is a packaged formulation of the 
bleach-redevelop type which gives tones similar to Sulfide 
Sepia T-7a. Toning proceeds quickly to completion at 68°. 
The operation consists of bleaching the image in a 
potassium ferricyanide solution and then redeveloping 
in a sodium sulfide bath. Capacity of the baths is good, 
but the shelf life of the solutions is only fair. The “B” 
part of these solutions gives off poisonous hydrogen 
sulfide—the odor of rotten eggs—so make provision for 
good ventilation. Also, hydrogen sulfide causes fogging 
of unexposed paper and film—make absolutely sure 





these are not in the vicinity of the toning operation. 

When using the bleach-redevelop toners, fixing and 
washing must be properly carried out in order to avoid 
trouble (see page 145). Residual hypo in the print will 
result in excessive bleaching and residual silver complexes 
will result in stained highlights. 

As in the case of Hypo-Alum Sepia T-la, overdevelop 
25 to 100 percent to compensate for bleaching. 

Polysulfide Toner T-8 and Kodak Brown Toner are 
single solution toners which are characterized by their 
simplicity of use and low cost. They are merely diluted 
with water, heated to 100°, and at this temperature the 
toning reaction is complete in three to five minutes, or 
in 15 to 20 minutes at 68°. If there is any tendency 
for softening of the emulsion, toning should be fol- 
lowed by a two percent sodium bisulfite clearing bath 
for one minute, and then a hardening bath for two min- 
utes. To prepare the clearing bath, dissolve approxi- 
mately 300 grains of sodium bisulfite in 31 oz. water 
at 68°. The hardening bath is prepared by adding one 
part of Kodak Liquid Hardener (or two parts Kodak 
F-5a or F-6a) to 16 parts of water at 68°. If any sedi- 
ment appears on the print, wipe the surface with a soft 
sponge. Since hydrogen sulfide evolves from the poly- 
sulfide toners, ventilation must be adequate. 

These direct brown tuners bleach prints slightly, and 
call for an increase of 25 to 50 percent in the normal 
development time. As in the case of the bleach-redevelop 
toners, to avoid highlight stains, make sure prints have 
been carefully fixed and washed. 


NEUTRAL- AND SLIGHTLY YELLOW-BROWNS. 
A wide range of neutral and warm brown tones are 
possible with the use of Kodak Gold Toner T-21 (Nel- 
son’s). After the print has been washed thoroughly, im- 
merse it in the toner at a temperature of 105-110°—not 
above. Higher temperatures may produce unevenly toned 
areas in the print. Place a thermometer in the toner tray 
and check the temperature carefully as the operation pro- 
ceeds. When the print reaches the desired tone, remove 
it from the toner and wash it for five to ten minutes in 


a HARDENER Bl 


For Brown Toning, dilute 1 oz. Kodak Brown Toner with 1 qt. of water at 100° in 8 x 10 tray. Place this in a larger 
tray filled with water at 100°. Keep toner hot for 5 min. Follow with 2% sodium bisulfite clearing bath (dissolve approx. 
300 grains of sodium bisulfite in 31 oz. water at 68°) for 1 min., and Kodak Liquid Hardener (dil. 1:16) for 2 min. 
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water not over 70°. Then return it to a tray of fresh 
fixer for five minutes and wash for one hour at a maxi- 
mum temperature of 70°. Sponge all the water off the 
print and dry at room temperature between clean blot- 
ters or cheesecloth to prevent spots and stains. 

The bleaching action of T-21 is negligible if you tone 
partially, but if you are going to carry toning to com- 
pletion, the print should be slightly overdeveloped. In 
spite of rejuvenation with gold chloride as the toning 
rate decreases—4cc of Gold Stock Solution B are added 
to the toner after it has toned fifty 8 x 10 prints—the 
shelf life after use is only fair. Mix only as needed. 


PURPLE BROWNS AND RED BROWNS. By using 
Kodak Rapid Selenium Toner at a concentration of 1: 3, 
toning is complete in one to three minutes. By diluting 
to 1:10, however, the reaction may be slowed sufficiently 
to permit partial toning. The toning operation consists 
of a single bath used at room temperature (68°), but it 
should be preceded by a 10-second rinse in a two percent 
Kodalk Balanced Alkali (approximately 300 grains of 
the packaged powder per 34 oz. water) solution to neu- 
tralize any acid which may still be present from the fixer. 
Failure to neutralize this acid generally will result in 
pink stained highlights. Improper fixing and washing 
will give yellowish pink highlight stains. 

If you tone partially with this solution, extend the 
toning operation a minute or two beyond the point where 
you have the tone you want—prints lose a great deal of 
their warmth in drying. After partial toning, wash for 
at least an hour at not more than 70°; 20 minutes will 
suffice if toning is carried to completion. It is advisable 
to maintain a good flow in the wash water to prevent the 
accumulation of toner from previously washed prints 
which may give an additional tone to the prints. 

An interesting modification of the selenium tone may 
be ‘.ad by mixing Kodak Rapid Selenium Toner with 
Kodak Brown Toner, as follows:

Water 640z. 500cc 
Sodium carbonate (mono- 

hydrate ) llb.50z. 160 grams 
Kodak Brown Toner 

(stock solution) 4l oz. 320cc 
Kodak Rapid Selenium

For use, dilute one part of this stock solution with 
three parts of water. Toning is complete in three to five 
minutes at 68°. A two percent sodium bisulfite clearing 
bath followed by a hardening bath is recommended. 

With the warm tone papers this variation gives redder 
tones that are less purple than those resulting from ton- 
ing to completion in the straight selenium toner. 


YELLOW-RED AND RED. If your print is to be ihade 
on a warm tone paper, give it twice normal exposure, but 
develop for the usual recommended time. Then tone it 
in Kodak Brown Toner and wash it thoroughly. Follow 
this with toning in Kodak Blue Toner or one of the 
gold-thiourea type toners. The longer you tone in the 
blue toner, the redder your print will become. 


Four Basic Steps in Sepia Toning 





The first step is to immerse print in bleach—at 68°— 
and agitate gently for approximately three minutes. 





At the end of this time all black image has disap- 
peared and only a pale “ghost” image now remains. 





Rinse print in water for 30 seconds. Now it is ready 
to receive the sepia tone in the final bath (below). 





Finally, place print in the redeveloper. The rede- 
veloping process is complete in about one minute.

More amateurs dust off more movie cam- 
eras around Christmas, I'll wager. than 
at any other season of the year. The com- 
bination of kids, colorful decorations.

Christmas a “natural” subject for a film. 
And now that several types of sound are 
available for home movies, the Yuletide 
film is sure to grow in importance and 
interest for the whole family. 

No matter how detailed a Christmas 
scenario may be. you are bound to have 
to make changes to suit your own cir- 
cumstances and set-up. So instead of 
talking about s!.ooting scripts, let me 
pass along a few hints that may help you 
turn out a better film this Christmas. 


How to light for color 


First, the illum ‘nation. If you are go- 
ing to shoot color (and who isn’t nowa- 
days?) your illumination should be rela- 
tively flat, with no strong highlights or 
deep shadows. A couple of good reflector 
floods on stands or on a camera light-bar 
will do quite a lighting job as long as 
you point the lights directly towards 
your subjects. The simple exposure 
charts and lighting diagrams supplied 
by the lamp manufacturers will tell you 
waat lens aperture to use. 

If you have a third reflector flood 
around, try putting it in an indirect floor 
lamp so that by bouncing light off the 
ceiling you can raise the general illumi- 
nation level. Do not, however, consider 
this light in figuring out your lens open- 
ing. The distance between your subjects 
and the direct lights used to illuminate 
them is the only thing you have to worry 
about in connection with exposures. 

A second way to light your set-up is to 
use bounce light exclusively. Since this 
subject was thoroughly covered in an 
article beginning on page 92 of our No- 
vember issue, and since bounce lighting 
's again touched upon in the article be- 
ginn.ng on the next page, we'll by-pass it 
in ihe present discussion. 


Don’t forget the atmosphere! 


Rather than jump smack into Christ- 
mas morning scenes, why not try for a 
little preliminary footage that captures 
the spirit of the season? Get some shots 
of the bustling pre-Christmas crowds, 
the overloaded mailman, or a member of 


the family hiding mysterious packages 
in a closet. If you’ve got the courage, get 
out of your warm bed some icy dawn and 
shoot a sunrise. You can do this with 
time-lapse if you’re a hardy soul, at 8 
frames per second if you’re only partly 
fish-blooded, or at a normal speed if 
you're like me. This can be tied in later 
with the kids asleep in bed, the clock 
hands moving to early morning, and the 
kids awakening. 

You needn’t (and probably shouldn’t) 
wait until Christmas morning to shoot 
the dawn scene or the sleeping and 
awakening sequence. Sure, your family 
will know they weren’t actually filmed on 
The Day—but who cares? Nobody else 
need know and one thing is certain— 
footage shot at leisure will be a lot better 
than scenes filmed on a morning when 
the whole family is keyed up with excite- 
ment and anxious to get at the presents. 
Let’s face it—a good Christmas film will 
undoubtedly require some shooting both 
before and after the needles on your tree 
have begun to drop! 


Vive la close-ups! 


You'll need some long and medium 
distance shots to set the locale whether 
you work indoors or out, but please let 
a lot of your Christmas footage be close- 
ups. Close-ups of hands hiding presents, 
hands wrapping presents, little hands 
hanging the stockings at the fireplace, 
bigger ‘hands filling them. Shoot faces 
the | same way, candid actions and re- 
actions if you 
can get them— 
but at least 
enough close- 
ups to interpret 
the true emo- 
tions of the day. 

Time-lapse technique can be very ef- 
fective in covering such subjects as light- 
ing the Christmas tree, stacking the pres- 
ents, and filling the stockings. It does, 
however, constitute quite a project in 
terms of effort vs. actual screening time. 
My wife and I went sort of berserk with 
time-lapse stuff one Christmas—but it 
was worth it. 


How to do time-lapse shots 


First I filmed the gifts as they were 
stacked one by one beside the fireplace. 


With the camera on a tripod, we would 
shoot half a dozen frames of a gift in 
place, put another gift on top of it, shoot 
another 6 or 8 frames, and so on. Next 
we unscrewed each Christmas tree light 
enough to make it go out. With the cam- 
era set up so as to take in the entire tree, 
we'd tighten one lamp, shoot a few 
frames, tighten another lamp, run off a 
few more frames, and so on. As I recall, 
there were nearly 30 lamps on that tree 
and before we got them all lighted, we 
knew we'd earned a gold-plated NE for 
Noble Effort. 

In our finished opus, the foregoing ac- 
tivity resulted in a magic stacking of the 
presents, as well as an intriguing se- 
quence in which the lights magically ap- 
pear one by one. And even though the 
whole thing runs only about 30 seconds 
on the screen, it never fails to get a rise 
out of an audience, young or old. 

Proper exposure for time-lapse work is 
no great problem. For the gift-stacking, 
use your regular flood lights and what- 
ever exposure is required. In shooting 
the tree lights, open the lens wide and 
hope for the best. I shot at £/2.5 (the 
widest lens aperture I had at the time) 
at 16 frames per second, and while the 
lights are a trifle underexposed, they’re 
not objectionably so. At {/2 or £/1.5, the 
exposure would have been fine. 


Don’t forget sound 


Those of you who have sound of one 
sort or another will want to record plenty 
of background music, the crackle of 
wrapping paper, voices, and the like. If 
you're lucky enough to have magnetic 
sound, you can do wonders with an inter- 
esting narrative script. By post-recording 
on magnetically siriped film, you can 
even work in brief sketches of lip syn- 
chronization in which the kids tell Santa 
what they want, etc. To post-record on 
striped film, have the original actors 
watch the film several times until they

have the timing of the lip movements 
well in mind. Then each actor speaks the 
same words into a mike to record them 
on the sound track. It may take a little 
practice to get the lip-syne perfect, but 
the final results are worth the effort. 
—THE END

hide that movie camera! [ 


Ty Cotta shows how he makes realistic Christmas films 


FAK BE IT FROM ME to dispute the adage that kids are 
natural-born actors. But have you ever noticed that when 
a movie-maker eulogizes the “naturalness” of the moppet 
crowd. he is usually referring to someone else’s kids? 
Ask about his own little brood of thespians and you'll 
probably get some double-talk meaning: “Mine are 
awfully cute—but hammy!” 

Once a child is old enough to know what a movie cam- 
era is for, it’s as hard for him to ignore the hum of a 
shutter as it is for an adult. Consequently, the result- 
ing film is likely to be punctuated with smirks and ad 
lib expression which represent exactly what you didn’t 
want to record, 

When a child consistently hams up each scene, one 
must resist the impulse to bend a tripod over his off- 


spring’s noggin. Rather than incapacitate the little actor 
(or actors), it pays to remove the thing that is causing 
the trouble. In other words, hide the camera! 

One way to hide a camera indoors might be to con- 
ceal it in the woodwork. I suggest, however, that before 
resorting to this method, you try leaving the camera 
more or less in plain sight—but camouflaging it. If 
you ve ever seen one of the short features called Candid 
Camera in a theater or on TV, you'll know what I mean. 
While the camera was often in plain sight, the people 
being photographed seldom noticed it. Why? Because of 
two things: 7. The camera was partially camouflaged; 
2. The subject’s attention was completely occupied by 
the action taking place around him. 

You can use the same kind of set-up for recording

anything from a birthday party to a backyard barbecue, 
a company picnic, or a day at the beach. All you have 
to do is keep the camera unobtrusive, and see to it that 
your main characters remain absorbed in their own 
activities. As long as your subjects are unaware of the 
camera, they'll play the role of their natural selves. 


Yuletide films are the easiest 


A Christmas film is a natural for this technique. Since 
the business of opening presents will be uppermost in the 
children’s minds, the action will be self-sustaining long 
enough for you to wind off plenty of natural, spontaneous 
action. Just to make sure that the movie-making junk 
doesn’t distract them, however, I suggest that you do a 
bit of pre-arranging before the zero hour arrives. Here 
is the way we usually go about the business of making a 
Christmas film at my house. 

The location of the Christmas tree will more or less 
determine the area you will want to light, and the loca- 
tions from which you can make tripod shots. If you 
want an over-all fade-in of the tree, or if you want to 
begin the film with the tree lights coming on one by 
one in stop-action sequence (as described by Dr. Cinema 
on page 95), take care of the preliminary shooting after 
the kids have gone to bed. Then set the stage for the 
arrival of the dawn patrol. 


How to set up the lights 


First of all, let’s get the lights and light cords out of 
the way. Hot, direct lights glaring into the youngsters’ 
faces on Christmas morn will distract them, so let’s see 
if we can arrange to use indirect light exclusively. 
Clamp-on light units can be directed toward the ceiling 
from the top of doors, bridge lamps, light stands, or pieces 
of tall furniture. Or perhaps you can rig up a bank of 
four or more medium beam, 375-watt reflector bulbs on 
a stand as described in Try Bounce Lighting For Color 
Movies (page 88, November issue of Mopern.—Ed.).

Get into 
the picture yourself rather than “mother” the camera.

When you use a bank of lights (or a regular movie 
bar light mounted on a tripod or extension stand) you 
can concentrate the light which strikes the ceiling so that 
any given area of the room becomes brightly illuminated. 
The number and strength of the lights you use, their 
position, and the height and color of your ceilings will, 
of course, determine the proper diaphragm opening to 
shoot by. Use an exposure meter to check the amount 
of reflected light available where the action will take 
place. Then, if necessary, add more light units to the 
set-up until you have enough illumination for color. 

To avoid having someone trip over light cords, do the 
best you can to run them along the baseboards of the 
wall. As for the lights themselves, lifting them well above 
eye level and directing their beams ceilingward is as far 
as you can go except in a psychological way. Rather than 
have the children enter a room lighted only by the Christ- 
mas tree, turn on at least half your lights before they 
arrive. They'll find the lights a bit distracting at first, 
but since there is no direct glare or heat associated with 
the illumination, they’ll soon become used to the set-up. 
When they are fully absorbed in the activities around the 
tree, you can quietly switch on the remaining lights. 


Choosing your camera positions 


You will want more than one camera position from 
which to record the present-opening activities. Before 
you start thinking about ways in which to camouflage 
the camera, however, try to figure out where the tripod 
should be placed to obtain the best possible camera 
angles. Check to make sure that the lens or lenses you 
intend to use will cover the area where the presents are 
to be opened. If you have a turret camera and plan to 
switch to a telephoto or long focal-length lens at some 
point of the shooting, make sure that changing lenses 
won't decapitate your main subjects. 

In all probability, one of the camera locations you 
choose will be a spot where the tree will partially hide 
the camera and tripod from your “actors.” If a few 
branches or ornaments appear in your viewfinder, so 
much the better. Even though they may appear out of 
focus on the screen, they will add a touch of technical 
imperfection to the film which adds to its authenticity. 

Hiding the camera behind tree branches is one thing; 
camouflaging it out in the main part of the room is an 
entirely different problem. If you have a folding screen 
that can be moved to the approximate position you want 
without becoming too obvious, fine. If not, try conceal- 
ing most of the camera witha window drape, or setting 
up the tripod in a doorway that will remain darkened. 
Perhaps the tripod can even be wedged in behind a sofa 
or easy chair so that only a part of the camera will show 
over the top. If no other solution lends itself, try plac- 
ing the camera and tripod where you want them—and 
tossing a blanket over the whole works. It’s a mystery to 
me why adults as well as children soon become used to 
a hooded monster of this sort, but they do! 


Muffling the camera noise 


If the Christmas morning hubbub in your house is 
anything like the bedlam that takes place in mine, you 




















won't have to worry too much about camera noise dis- 
tracting your subjects. Just to play it safe, however, you 
may want to be prepared for the lull that usually takes 
place shortly after the climax of the present-opening 
activities. A blanket can be tossed over the camera as 
described above to muffle the noise. Or, better yet, use 
background music throughout the entire filming. Christ- 
mas carols on the radio, tape recorder, or phono- 
graph can be used to provide background music. 


A hint for adult parties 


For shooting an adult party with a camouflaged cam- 
era, there are two reasons why it is even more important 
to have a record player or tape recorder on hand. First, 
the background music will de-emphasize the camera noise 
here the same as it does for your Christmas film. Second, 
by placing the record player or tape recorder close to 
the camera and tripod, you have an excuse to move 
around more freely. While attending the music box, you 
can also attend the camera. Pretty sly, huh? 

Spontaneity is what you are after in a Christmas or

party film. The best way to get spontaneity is to be alert 
enough to capture the highlights of the action when they 
naturally occur. If you try to pre-plan the action beyond 
a certain point, you will find yourself “directing” the 
activities and fouling up the works by drawing attention 
to the camera. Once you've “zeroed in” the camera from 
a given position, make up your mind about the composi- 
tion and exposure—and stick to it! 

You can use a long cable release to control the shut- 
ter, perhaps, but don’t hover around the camera once 
you've started it. Place it on “continuous run” and take 
your place in the picture. If your camera has a turret, 
focus and pre-set the diaphragm openings on all the 
lenses before the filming begins, then reach over and flip 
the turret to a different lens (when desired) without 
actually going back to the camera. Make your rewinds 
as quickly as possible, and if you have to check the 
framing through the viewfinder, be satisfied with a 
quick look. In other words, stay away from the camera 
as much as you possibly can. 

Wait for a lull in the activi- (Continued on page 100)

ties to change the camera viewpoint. 
Your wife or some other colleague can 
help at this point by distracting the chil- 
dren (or party guests) with a participa- 
tion game or refreshments—anything to 
give you enough time to move the camera 
and zero in for a fresh start. 


Handholding the hidden camera 


If you own a second camera, or know 
where to borrow one, you can pick up 
excellent footage that the stationary 
camera will miss entirely. But even 
though you have only one camera to 
work with, I suggest that you consider 
removing it from the tripod at some 
stage of the activities and continue shoot- 
ing with the camera camouflaged for 
handheld shots. 

A cardboard carton large enough to 
hold your camera will do very nicely as 
a disguise if the outside of the carton is 
covered with Christmas wrapping paper. 
Cut a hole in one end of the carton large 
enough to admit a lens. Then remove the 
right-hand side of the carton entirely so 
that you can get at the winding key and 
other controls. The Bolex H camera I use 
is rather large—but there are advantages 
as well as disadvantages to any size of 
camera. The nice thing about a camera 
that can be concealed in a small carton 
is the freedom it gives you in which to 
move around; a large carton, on the oth- 
er hand, may restrict your freedom some- 
what, but you can always figure out a 
way to put its bulk to use. Here is an 
idea you might try for obtaining closeups 
with a camera hidden in a large carton. 

Place the carton on a table with the 
lens at the head-height of a child. Attach 
a name card to the carton close to the 
lens, but either write the name of the 
person for whom the “gift” is intended 
illegibly, or draw a match-stick carica- 
ture of the recipient. Set the lens for an 
extreme close-up, put the motor on con-

tinuous run, and then ask the child to 
“see who the present is for.” If the child 
isn’t old enough to read, place the carton 
on the floor with the lens pointed up and 
then lightly secure a small toy to the top 
of the carton—the more puzzling or in- 
triguing the toy, the better. 

Don’t overlook the possibilities in 
using a portable, “hidden” camera for 
other than Christmas films. A picnic 
basket having a hole for the lens in one 
end can produce some wonderful foot- 
age on family outings, rumpus room par- 
ties, and the like. Try lugging the basket 
under your arm, holding it in your lap 
while you talk to someone, or even hand- 
ing it to a friend after directing his at- 
tention to the glassy stare of the lens and 
the buzz of the motor. Some of the ex- 
pressions will be out of this world! 


Don’t be afraid to experiment 

Speaking of the humor you can get in 
your candid shots, don’t be afraid to ex- 
periment with shutter speeds. A scene of 
two children opening their Christmas 
presents can be exceedingly funny if one 
child is photographed opening his pres- 
ents at 8 frames per second, while a sec- 
ond child opens presents at 64 frames 
per second. On the screen, the child 
photographed at 8 fps will appear to rip 
the wrappings off in nothing flat; by 
contrast, the child shot at 64 fps will do 
everything in lethargic slow-motion. 

If you haven’t already guessed it, let 
me warn you ahead of time that fooling 
around with hidden cameras is going to 
cost you some wasted film. That’s the 
price you'll pay for natural, spontane- 
ous, and often amusingly candid foot- 
age. Is it worth it? Well, have another 
look at the last films you shot of camera- 
conscious subjects. Then you be the 
judge.—THE END.

| commercials nor frequent station breaks 
| interrupt the easy flow of music. Levin 


and Chevert usually have a concealed 
wall radio tuned to this station with the 
volume turned up loud enough for the 
client to enjoy a soothing background 
of music, but not loud enough to inter- 
fere with discussion of the pictures. 


The way these canny Parisians operate 
a studio might lead one to believe that 
Levin and Chevert practice psychology 
more than photography. When one works 
with French actresses, psychology is 
vital—and in this case it is one of the 
keys to extraordinary success. But the 
technical requirements of picture-mak- 
ing still remain to be fulfilled. 


The Levin-Chevert studio is as fully 
equipped with mechanical appurte- 
nances as any gadget-minded photog- 
rapher could desire. The place is a veri- 
table forest of light stands for boom 
lights, spotlights and floods. These vary 
in shape, size, and light output much the 
same as American lighting equipment. 
Levin once tried using electronic flash, 
but gave it up in favor of his floods and 
spots. His decision was based upon two 
factors: first, the incandescent lights per- 
mitted him to study his subject at length 
under the illumination that would be 
used to photograph her; second, incan- 
descent lights are, in his opinion, much 
easier to control. If he wants to place a 
pinpoint of light on a specific feature, or 
to highlight or shadow a small area, he 
can do it easily by focusing a spotlight 
as desired. 


The technical side 


In a narrow space between a low pos- 
ing platform and his backdrops, Levin 
has installed several flood lights on the 
floor. Invisible from the camera position 
(being hidden behind the platform), 
these lights are used to illuminate the 
background. All studio lights are con- 
trolled from a box mounted on a three- 
wheeled stand which is kept beside the 
camera. A panel of switches on the box 
permits turning on or killing individual 
lights without moving away from the 
camera; a built-in rheostat on the box 
provides control of the intensity of the 
studio lights by simply turniag a dial. 

The workhorse camera of the studio is 
a German-built 2144 x 214 Primarflex 
with a 135mm Ektar f/3.5 lens. The re- 
flex feature of the camera simplifies com- 
position while the relatively long focal 
length of the lens enables the photogra- 
pher to stay a good ten feet away from 
his subject and still fill the negative with 
a portrait that is free of distortion. 


In making full-length pictures, Levin 
and Chevert have access to Rolleiflexes.,

Speed Graphics, or view cameras. They 
do not, however. operate by any kind of 
routine or rigid formula. The camera 
choice for a particular job remains as 
flexible as the choice of lighting, cos- 
tumes, or poses. Everything depends 
upon the client and how she wants to be 
interpreted. If Levin has a “favorite” 
camera, it is probably a battered 5 x 7 
view camera which he estimates to be 
somewhere around fifty years old. 

Sam Levin’s career as a photographer 
began when someone made him a gift of 
a camera at the age of eight. He was de- 
veloping his own glass plates by the time 
he was ten, and landed a job as a news- 
paper photographer when he was nine- 
teen. A few years later he was working 
as a still man on a movie set when he 
decided to open a portrait studio where 
movie people could be photographed the 
way they wanted to be photographed. 


How Chevert started 


As an assistant in his new studio, 
Levin hired eighteen-year-old Lucienne 
Chevert who already had several years’ 
experience in portrait work. The original 
studio prospered from the start, and just 
before the outbreak of World War II, 
Levin was able to open a new downtown 
studio which he designed in every de- 
tail. The pleasure of working in the new 
establishment, however, was short-lived. 

When the invading Germans occupied 
Paris, they arrested Levin and locked 
him up with other Jews they caught in 
the city. After several months of intern- 
ment, Levin managed to escape. He spent 
the rest of the war as one of the anony- 
mous members of the French Resistance 
who did so much to make life uncom- 
fortable for the Nazi occupiers. Mean- 
while, Lucienne Chevert managed to 
keep the studio lights burning. Says 
Levin gratefully, “She saved the studio.” 

After the War, Levin made Mademoi- 
selle Chevert a full partner. Business lost 
in wartime was steadily regained. Che- 
vert photography came to be as popular 
as the pictures by Levin, and the ac- 
tresses are now as happy to pose for one 
as for the other. 

Although Levin and Chevert never col- 
laborate on the same picture, it is hard 
to tell their pictures apart. This is not 
because they have the same style but be- 
cause neither of them is stylized. When 
an actress walks into the studio with a 
valise full of costumes and a head full of 
ideas, she is met by a photographer with 
a broad technique and an open mind. 
Whether the photographer is Sam Levin 
or Lucienne Chevert the finished pictures 
are always clean cut, “as lively as possi- 
ble.” and the best glamour shots to he 
found in Paris.—THE END

synchronization delay from zero to 20 
milliseconds, a lever for releasing the 
camera back, and a film note reminder. 
You can mark down the type of film 
you're using on the film note reminder 
with any pointed instrument. A twist of 
a wheel underneath the reminder re- 
moves the notation (see photo, page 66). 
When the lever for releasing the cam- 
era back is turned in a 180 degree arc, 
the back slips from the camera for load- 
ing (bottom photo, page 66). The film is 
loaded into the removable back. The 
back is then relocked to the camera. 
Film is advanced with the winding 
wheel until a small pointer on the back 
of the camera indicates that the first ex- 
posure is in position. Then the exposure 
indicator on the right side of the camera 
is reset to one. From that point on, ex- 
posure counting is coupled to the film 
and shutter wind. However, if double 
exposures are wanted, they can be made. 


This method of handling Exakta 66 
gave firm, steady support. Left hand 
controls preset diaphragm, focusing. 


The Exakta 66 mirror, which springs 
out of the way just before the exposure, 
is of a unique design. It is made in two 
parts. While one part swings upward, a 
smaller part twists forward. The two 
mirrors reportedly reduce the hazard of 
vignetting with lenses of over 400mm 
focal length. Lenses from 55mm upward 
are to be available for the Exakta 66. 
These, plus the eventual eye-level Pen- 
taprism should make the Exakta 66 an 
exceedingly useful camera for portrai- 
ture, sports, fashion and any other field 
where a photographer needs a versatile 
2%, x 2%4 camera with a variety of 
lenses.—H. K.

new photo books 


PRINCIPLES OF COLOR PHOTOGRAPHY, 
by Ralph M. Evans, W. T. Hanson, Jr., and 
W. Lyle Brewer. 672 pages, not including 
bibliography, author index and subject 
index, 324 illustrations, 6 x 9 inches, 
clothbound. John Wiley and Sons, Inc., 
440 Fourth Ave., N. Y. Price $11. 


This new book on the principles of 
color photography does not deal with 
what amateur photographers might 
consider “principles.” It is a very tech- 
nical volume, obviously intended for 
the scientific investigator or for those 
engaged in color processing laborato- 
ries. The first three chapters, except for 
frequent mathematical equations and 
graphs, contain much information that 
photographers can understand, but will 
find of little value in improving their 
color shots. Chapter 4, entitled Visual 
Processes and Color Photography is, 
for the most part, readily understood 
and discusses subjects which have 
many practical implications. It is 
stressed that color photographs are 
never exact color reproductions of the 
original subject. As a matter of fact, 
it is stated that a photograph is mere- 
ly a representation of a scene which 
does not imply that the scene and 
photograph, either in color or other- 
wise, necessarily look alike. Many 
amateur photographers think the op- 
posite, but when a full technical 
analysis is given the subject it becomes 
clear that a photograph departs wide- 
ly from the actual scene photographed. 
Enough is retained in the photograph, 
however, to allow the scene to be recog- 
nized and enjoyed. 

This book cannot be recommended 
for purchase by the amateur photog- 
rapher because of its highly technical 
nature. Nevertheless, certain non- 
technical parts of it could be read to 
advantage in a local library—W. C. B. 





NEW SCREEN TECHNIQUES, edited by 
Martin Quigley, Jr. 208 pages, 71 illus- 
trations. Quigley Publishing Co., New 
York. Price $4.50. 


This potpourri of 26 illustrated arti- 
cles is divided into two parts: Part I 
deals with the production and exhibi- 
tion of stereoscopic motion pictures; 
Part II covers similar material in rela- 
tion to the Cinerama and CinemaScope 
wide screen systems. 

Of the ten stereo articles in Part I, 
three are worthy of note: Polaroid and 
38-D Films, by John A. Norling; The 
Stereo Window, by Floyd A. Ramsdell; 
and 3-D in Theatres, by James Brig- 
ham. Concise, factual, they give the 
reader a good, basic background in 
stereo cinematography. A fourth arti- 
cle, 3-D in Europe, by Frank A. Web- 
er, a report on current stereo activity 
abroad, may be of interest to many 
since so little has been written on the 
subject. This reviewer took particular 
exception to What is Natural Vision?, 
by Milton L. Gunzberg, because the 
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article never quite gets around to ex- 
plaining or supporting Natural Vision’s 
fixed interaxial, variable convergence 
system. Instead, the author merely de- 
rides proponents of other systems. 

The second half of the book has less 
of value to offer than the first. With 
the exception of Adding Sound to 
Cinerama by Hazard E. Reeves, Sound 
for CinemaScope by Lorin D. Grignon, 
and The Anamorphoser Story by H. 
Sidney Newcomer, most of the mate- 
rial is devoted to general background 
and personalities rather than to the 
processes themselves. 

While this collection cannot be 
recommended as a source of informa- 
tion to serious students of stereoscopy, 
it may well be of topical interest to 
many who want to be in touch with 
general non-technical developments in 
motion pictures. It must be assumed 
that this is the audience for which the 
book was intended.—ARNOLD KOTIS

This book is not a course in nature 
photography. But it will give the na- 
ture lover who knows how to han- 
dle a camera insight into the insect 
world that will help him make better 
pictures. The person who has never 
done any nature photography will also 
be enthusiastic after looking at the 
illustrations—wonderful documents of 
living insects (there are few shots of 
dead or doped creatures) and their 
habits. 

The text accompanying each picture 
is written in a friendly, lively, non- 
technical way. There is a section deal- 
ing with collecting and care of insects, 
and a section giving some useful photo- 
graphic information. 

A bibliography and list of sources of 
entomological supplies completes the 
book.—NORMAN ROTHSCHILD

The array of flashguns above is a 
complete Kodak Ektalux B-C flash sys- 
tem—Ektalux Flasholder on camera, 
shutter tripping solenoid, and six exten- 
sion units connected by more than 100 ft. 
of special cables. The Ektalux was intro- 
duced almost two years ago. A number 
of the early sets (including one MopERN 
had) suffered from electrical trouble 
and were recalled. The trouble was rem- 
edied soon, and since then the Ektalux 
has been winning acceptance as a reli- 
able, efficient, and flexible outfit. 

Although at first glance the Ektalux 
seems bulky and heavy, actually it 
weighs less and is easier to carry and 














stow than conventional 3-cell flashguns. 
Power comes from one (for synchro 
shutters) 22% volt battery. For oper- 
ating a solenoid or several extensions a 
second battery should be added to the 
battery-condenser circuit. The Ektalux is 
not a cheap outfit. The basic Flasholder 
with press bracket and connector cord is 
$33.85; each extension, with cord, costs 
$12.40. There is a long list of accessories, 
cables and adapters. The following text 
and pictures show the features and ad- 
vantages of the Ektalux; also, what some 
professional photographer owners con- 
sider to be shortcomings.

All the locales he worked in with color 
were familiar to him. Point Lobos and 
the Big Sur he had worked in and 
around for twenty years. Death Valley 
had been an intense and highly creative 
theme during the Guggenheim Fellow- 
ship which enabled him to photograph 
through the West. He was therefore 
freed from the strain of discovering 
what, for him, lay in those places; build- 
ing on previous experiences, he could 
immerse himself in color. Leave his 
black-and-white film and thinking at 
home, and think in color. 


In Death Valley, he had fun: set up 
his tripod on the same mud hill where 
he had set it ten years earlier, and 
photographed in color the same bunk- 
house and strange striated hills he had 
done previously in black-and-white. In 
Bodie, once the most notorious of mining 
camps but now a ghost town, he saw an 
old boot hung on the wall. Both were 
burnished gold by the sun and the freez- 
ing wind. To make the rich color live, he 
needed a dark accent. With the same 
sense of revealing, not arranging, that 
helped him with his great early series 
of shells, peppers, artichokes and so on, 
he hammered an old nail he found near- 
by into the wall and achieved his accent. 

Back in Carmel, where he lives, he 
saw a barn door where his sons had 
wiped their brushes after painting a 
house—and the relation of the wild soft 
color to the opalescent pallor of his then 
apprentice and present daughter-in-law, 
Dody. On Lobos, under a blue day, he 
saw the rocks and tide-pools with the 
cobalts and ceruleans the Impressionists 
were laughed at for seeing. 


Color, for Weston, with all its crudi- 
ties and limitations, was an exploration 
into another technique and another vision. 
He found in it no conflict with black-and- 
white; there are subjects that come alive 
only in color and there are subjects that 
cry out for the sharp magic of black-and- 
white. Color to him was like finding an- 
other hand or eye; it is an extension of 
the photographer’s scope, through which 
he may now discover the world anew.

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TWO NEW TWIN LENS REFLEX CAMERAS 


The DeJur Reflex and the Graflex 22 
are twin lens reflexes of straightforward, 
uncomplicated design. Both take 120 roll 
film giving 12 exposures 244 x 2% in., 
and are equipped with the same type of 
Wollensak 85mm, f/3.5, three element 
coated lenses in Wollensak Synchroma- 
tic shutters. 

The Graflex 22 is, basically, a descend- 
ant of the old Ciro-flex (Ciro Cameras, 
Inc. was bought by Graflex, Inc.) , with 








the design cleaned up and the construc- 
tion considerably improved. The DeJur 
Reflex is the first still camera made by 
DeJur-Amsco Corp., a longtime movie 
camera maker. 

Both cameras have plastic field lenses 
under the ground glass for more even 
light distribution and brighter focusing 
images. The DeJur uses a Hartley field 
lens with a clear spot in the center, so 
that the concentric rings of the field

This picture, and many others, was taken with both the Graflex 22 and DeJur Re- 
flex. Both cameras produced clear, crisp images which enlarged well. Either 
camera is capable of professional quality picture taking in competent hands. 
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lens do not interfere with focusing. 

The field lens for the Graflex 22 is 
specially made for Graflex by an outside 
manufacturer, and does not have a clear 
spot in the center. Graflex engineers 
recognize that some people see an ad- 
vantage in the clear spot for critical 
focusing but also point out that the clear 
spot may introduce a confusing element 
in composition. 

The focusing hoods are almost identi- 
cal except for the release catches and the 
built-in magnifiers. The magnifier on 
the DeJur is easier to get at than the one 
on the Graflex, as it has an external re-

lease button. Due to its design it is about 
one half inch higher above the ground 
glass than is the one on the Graflex. As 
a result, it is possible to see virtually the 
entire ground glass through the magni- 
fier. On the Graflex, the field of view of 
the magnifier is more restricted. 

Film loading methods are completely 
different. In the Graflex, the spools are 
held in place by small pins which pass 
through the side of the camera. To re- 
lease the spool, it is pushed sideways and 
the pin pops out (see two white dots on 
camera side, photo 2). The pin may

then be reseated in the spool hub by 
pushing from the outside of the camera. 
It’s a sturdy, simple arrangement. On 
the DeJur (photo 1) a sheet metal film 
carriage swings out to take the spool. 

The Graflex 22 carries a contact shoe 
on the left side (photo 2) into which the 
flashgun or an adapter for a connecting 
cord fits. On the DeJur there is an ASA 
bayonet fitting on the front lens panel 
for the flash cord connection. All types 
of flash-bulbs, or electronic flash, may 
be used with either camera. 

Both cameras are available with self- 
setting shutters (DeJur, $99.50; Graflex 
22, $94.50) with speeds to 1/200, or set 
and release shutters, up to 1/400 sec. 
(Graflex, $119.50; DeJur, $129.50).

The pictorialists can find plenty of ma- 
terial: night shots of lighted trees in 
windows or front yards, or down there 
in the City Hall park. The documentar- 
ians can get shots of parcel-laden shop- 
pers and the thin, unfestive Santas on 
chilly street corners. For those who 
like to triumph over photographic ad- 
versity, there are window displays that 
pose technical problems of reflections- 
on-glass, and tripod rassling. 


The crop of pictures from such a club 
enterprise could be the subject for a 
January print night. Or, if everyone 
feels darkroom work is just too much 
after the holiday whirl, why not save 
up the photographs for print night 
next December ? 


Photos for charitable groups 


There is another way for camera 
clubs to invest Christmas enthusiasm 
—in some sort of charitable undertak- 
ing. If club members are sincerely re- 
ceptive to the idea, they might make 
shots of Christmas parties in an or- 
phanage, or candid portraits for 
patients in hospitals to send to friends. 
Lots of people just can’t afford to have 
portraits made. I don’t imagine that 
kids in an orphanage ever have pic- 
tures of their very own—something 
personal to cherish in an institution 
that is bound to be somewhat imper- 
sonal, even at Christmas. 

Many charitable enterprises don’t 
have the funds to have pictures made 
of their activities, yet they certainly 
can use such shots for publicity to fur-

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ther their fund-raising campaigns. Of 
course, it must be remembered that 
such club enterprises will be success- 
ful and satisfying only if everybody 
honestly wants to participate. The 
spirit must be right. 


Photographic Christmas cards 


A few clubs have held early Decem- 
ber sessions to show beginners some 
good tricks for making photographic 
Christmas cards. I think such a session 
is better timed for November, al- 
trough most Christmas cards are run 
up in December, human nature being 
what it is. Hold a class for the begin- 
ners, with some old hands serving as 
teachers. Incidentally, if club members 
do go out on forays to record Christ- 
mas in the community, many of the 
pictures will be suitable for 1954 
Christmas cards. Get going; print them 
up early; stick them in the Christmasy 
folders in November. Be ahead of the 
game for once. You’re laughing? So 
am I. I know people don’t operate that 
way. 


Traveling shows 


If you do document the local Christ- 
mas splurge, it might be .nteresting to 
get up a traveling show of your best 
prints and swap with another club. A 
camera club in the snowy northern 
states could swap with one in the 
southern part of the country where 
they sing Jingle Bells with a grin be- 
cause the sun is shining brightly on 
the palm trees as they carol. A photo- 
giaphic account of Christmas in the 
South would be most enlightening up in 
the galoshes belt. 


Any suggestions? 


As I often observe, what delights one 
camera club might not be enticing to 
another. Activities must be geared to 
the nature and tastes of the group. If 
you have a good idea for Christmas 
doings in your own club, let me know 
about it. Even if you have a sour idea 
that didn’t jell, let’s hear it—it will 
warn some clubs what to avoid. I won’t 
reveal names and places, if you would 
prefer anonymity. And I hope some of 
the suggestions will be positive rather 
than negative, and that the imagina- 
tion of some thinking members will 
produce something sparkling and 
novel in Christmas cheer. 

Have yourself a time, one way or 
another. The warm friendships that 
spring up in camera clubs should cer- 
tainly add a glow to the friendliest sea- 
son of the whole year.—THE END.

a normal grade of enlarging paper. 

For the second test Mitchell bounced 
the flash from a white wall. The light 
was two feet from the wall and the two 
children three feet, facing the wall to 
catch the reflected light. Exposure was 
made at {/6.3. Development in Promi- 
crol for 15 minutes at 68 degrees pro- 
duced a normal negative. 

Results of the tests indicated that the 





Bounce flash tests indicated Lumax 
would be excellent for child photos with 
cameras having lenses of £/6.3 or bet- 
ter. Smaller openings need direct flash. 


Lumax 110 would be entirely adequate 
for average home use. A guide number of 
110 can be used if development is forced 
slightly or special low contrast-maxi- 
mum speed developers such as Promi- 
crol are used. If you don’t do your own 
processing but send it to a lab which does 
normal processing only, a lower guide 
number than 110 should be adopted. 

Mobern did not test the Lumax with 
color film. The Lumax Manufacturing 
Co. suggests a guide number of 20. It 
would be advisable, however, for any 
user to run an experimental roll of color 
film through his camera to check and 
establish his own guide number.

PHOTOJOURNALISTS 
DISCUSS PROBLEMS 
AT ROCHESTER 


Picture editors shouldn’t be photog- 
raphers; more magazines are using 
35mm color than ever before; press 
photographers are unhappy about the 
kind of equipment they have to work 
with; full color pages may dress up a 
newspaper or magazine, but may also be 
an expensive flop. 

These were only a few of the opinions 
that flew thick and fast at the Roches- 
ter (N. Y.) Photo Conference (Sept. 13- 
18). The Conference brought together 
for the first time more than 200 top 
newspaper and magazine editors, photog- 
raphers and production men, to discuss 
the problems of photojournalism and 
ways to overcome them. It was spon- 
sored jointly by the National Press 
Photographers Association and George 
Eastman House, the museum of photog- 
raphy in Rochester.

Meetings started and ended promptly; 
the audiences were large and attentive. 


While it would be impossible to sum- 
marize in a few paragraphs five days 
and nights of discussions, it appears 
that good photographic reportage is 
hindered by two main classes of ob- 
stacles. The first group includes those 
arising from the mechanical limitations 
of cameras, film, engraving, inadequate 
inks, bad paper, printing. All these are 
problems whose seriousness can hardly 
be measured and certainly cannot be 
controlled by the individual photogra- 
pher-editor teams. Most of the conferees 
were surprised and shocked to learn how 
little research was being done to improve 
equipment and materials in the news- 
paper field. Among the slick-paper mag- 
azines, however, it was apparent that 
considerable efforts were being made to 
improve the mechanical means. 

The second class of obstacles arises 
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from improper assignments, lazy or in- 
competent photographers, poorly quali- 
fied picture editors, limitations of space, 
relentless deadlines. Several speakers 
who pointed out these obstacles in- 
dicated how they could be attacked— 
they could be removed or alleviated 
by better judgement, harder work. 

Basil L. Walters, Executive Editor of 
the Knight Newspapers and President 
of the American Society of Newspaper 
Editors told the conference that “the 
trend of American pictorial reporting is 
down.” He felt that the nation’s news- 
papers are particularly weak in local 
coverage. Speaking of college training, 
he argued that no man “should be given 
a journalism degree without at least one 
year’s experience as a photographer.” 

Wilson Hicks, photo consultant and 
former Executive Editor of Life, out- 
lined what he considered to be the most 
important qualifications of the perfect 
picture editor. 





Wilson Hicks specified some qualifica- 
tions for the perfect picture editor. 


1. He should be an experienced news 
man with a well developed nose for news. 
2. He should not be a photographer. 

3. He should know what makes a good 
picture from the technical siandpuiat, 
but should not interfere with photog- 
raphers’ techniques. 

4. He should be an able coordinator. 

5. He should have a liberal arts college 
background, with additional training in 
the social sciences and journalism. 

6. He should have the capacity to in- 
spire photographers to do their best. 

Hicks urged editors and publishers to 
think in terms other than the straight 
press type camera news picture—35mm 








cameras, natural lighting, etc.—to en- | 


large the bounds of news coverage. 
Picture editors, he said, should not 


get involved with photographers’ tech- | 
nical problems, but should pay most at- | 


tention to putting the right man on the 
job. “Cast him right, then trust him,” 
was the gist of it. 

Muclt of the discussion had to do with 
color—its use and abuse in newspapers 
and magazines. Ed Thompson, Manag-

However, special effects are used some- 
times if a picture needs it to get maxi- 
mum impact. 

Tudor also went into details about the 
Ernst Haas color pictures of New York 
which ran in two issues of Life. He pro- 
jected all the slides which ran, plus some 
more which were not included for vari- 
ous reasons. All these were 35mm slides 
and he pointed out the diminishing 
prejudices of editors and art’ directors 
about the use of the small cameras.

Each day conferees lunched in garden 
of Eastman House, exchanged ideas. 


He related his paper’s experiences, suc- 
cesses and failures in developing radio- 
equipped cars to carry photographers to 
the scene of news events. There were 
only about 30 newspapers in the country 
using radio cars, he said, although the 
system offered great possibilities in time 
saving, plus better pictures. 





Groups of experts made up discussion 
panels to spark the daily meetings. 


Summing up the discussions it became 
apparent that many of those present saw 
photojournalism improving only as the 
mechanics of the medium improved. Con- 
trariwise, there were strong opinions 
expressed that the greatest improve- 
ments needed were in the mental proc- 
esses of the men and women concerned. 
There seemed to be much room left for 


the meeting of minds from both camps.

A device intended to make sharp 
focusing easier with reflex and view 
cameras has been marketed by Harrison 
& Harrison, Hollywood 38, California. 
The principle of operation is simple and 
is demonstrated below.

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HOW TO PREPARE 
PRINTS FOR TONING 


(Continued from page 87) 


Since the chemical condition of a 
print to be toned is extremely impor- 
tant, strict adherence to good working 
practices in all processing steps prior to 
toning is absolutely necessary for good 
toning results. 

Toners are tattle tales. They empha- 
size any carelessness in the developing, 
fixing, and washing operations. Even 
though a black-and-white print appears 
satisfactory, when toned, it may be mud- 
dy, stained, bleached, or degraded in 
tone if it has not been properly prepared. 
However, by following a few simple pro- 
cedures and observing certain precau- 
tions, it is easy to make good prints. 

Development. Follow the paper 
manufacturer’s recommendations for de- 
velopers, paying particular attention to 
their capacity as well as temperature 
and development time. Never tone a 
print which has been severely under- 
developed, for a distinct muddiness al- 
most always results. 

Stop bath. To avoid streaks and an 
overall gray fog (dichroic) which may 
occur in the fixer, development should 
be followed by a stop bath treatment. 
Prints should be agitated vigorously in 
the stop bath for about 10 seconds, and 
then transferred to the fixer. 

Fixing. One of the most important 
ways to assure stain-free prints is to 
use two fixing baths. In this method 



























nearly all the silver is fixed out in the | 
first bath and the silver content of the | 


second bath remains low. The fixer is | 


divided equally between two trays, and 
the print fixed first in the first tray, 
next in the second. For example, place 
ont quart of fresh fixer in one tray and 
the same amount in another. After the 
stop bath treatment, drain the print five 
to ten seconds and then immerse it in the 
first fixing bath. Agitate constantly for 
30 seconds, and then intermittently every 


30 seconds for a total of three to five | 


minutes—no longer. Drain the print five 
to ten seconds and immerse it again in 
the second tray of fixer. Agitate inter- 
mittently for three to five minutes—no 


longer—and drain five to ten seconds | 


before placing in the washer. The ital- 
icized words are important: six to ten 
minutes total is adequate for fixing 
prints. Prolonged fixing may do any one 
or all of three things: cause the image 
tone of a warm tone paper to become 
cold; bleacu the highlights of the print; 
mordant the hypo so firmly in the gelatin 
and paper stock that they cannot be com- 
pletely washed out. 

Two-bath capacity. If the two bath 
method above is begun with one quart 
of fixer in each tray, and the prints are 
drained from five to ten seconds between

baths, you can fix up to forty or fifty 
§ x 10 prints (or their equivalent) be- 
fore the first bath must be discarded. 
Keep accurate count, and when this 
number has been reached,+throw away 
the first bath, move the second bath over 
so it becomes the first bath, and pour 
a fresh quart of fixer into the second 
tray. Process another forty or fifty prints 
and repeat the cycle of discarding the 
first bath and starting with a fresh sec- 
ond bath. The cycle may be carried out 
up to five times (200-250 8 x 10 prints), 
at which point both baths should be dis- 
carded. Either hardening or non-harden- 
ing fixers may be used in conjunction 
with the toning solutions which have 
been described. However, as some ton- 
ing operations (such as T-21, Brown 
Toner, Hypo-Alum T-la) have a tend- 
ency to soften the emulsion, it would be 
advisable to use a hardening fixer. 
Washing Accelerators. Print 
washing time can be cut in half by using 
a proper accelerator. If you ordinarily 
wash single weight prints 30 minutes 
and double weight prints one hour (min- 
imum time for optimum conditions of 
temperature and agitation), the use of 
a two percent Kodalk Balanced Alkali 
solution after fixing will cut these times 
15 and 30 minutes respectively. A two 
percent Kodalk Balanced Alkali solu- 
tion is made by dissolving approximately 
300 grains of the packaged powder in 
34 oz. water. If you do not own scales, 
perhaps your local druggist will weigh 
out the amount you need on his scales. 
Take along ‘a set of measuring spoons 
from the kitchen and see into which size 
spoon approximately 300 grains will fit. 
Note, if this solution is too strong, that 
is, much greater than two percent, it is 
likely to soften the paper emulsion. 
After fixing, rinse the prints for about 
30 seconds in water to remove the sur- 
face fixer, and place them in the two per- 
cent Kodalk solution for two minutes. 
Move them around so that the solution 
can reach both sides of the paper. Then 
put the prints into the washer.

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using a tray siphon or circular washer. 
The water should have a flow of at least 
one gallon a minute at a temperature of 
approximately 70°. Without the wash- 
ing accelerators. double weight prints 
should be washed for at least one hour; 
single weight prints. 30 minutes. Keep 
the prints agitated and moving during 
this time. Do not overcrowd the washer 
or allow the prints to stack up and 
form stagnant areas. 

Drying. After washing. all water 
should be removed from the print sur- 
face with a clean sponge. Dry between 
clean blotters or towels. preferably at 
room temperature. High temperature 
drying should not be used. or a change 
in the print’s image tone may result.

MORE ABOUT 35MM FILMS 
AND PROCESSING TIMES 


On page 75 of the September issue of 
Mopern there was a listing of 35mm 
films and an Editor’s Note, part of which 
stated: 

“Development for each film is that 
recommended by the manufacturer for 
tank development at 68° with intermit- 
tent agitation.” 

This statement was incomplete and 
may have led to some confusion. It 
should have pointed out that: 

1. The only developers listed were 
those available in packaged form. 

2. Where the film manufacturer also 
marketed an available packaged devel- 
oper, that developer was listed. 

3. Where the film manufacturer did 
not market a packaged developer, a 
number of standard developers were 
listed, together with processing times 
which would give satisfactory results 
with the particular film. 

In some cases (with Ilford films. for 
instance) the film manufacturer sup- 
plied the information about these substi- 
tute developers. In other cases (DuPont

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What's Ahead?

It’s time to state some facts about 
high-speed color film 


A few months ago a question and 
answer clinic for camera club members 
was staged in New York by the P.S.A. 
Technical Section. As one might ex- 
pect, the age-old question concerning 
high-speed color film came up. I was 
on the panel, and this question was 
given to me to answer. 

After a brief discussion, I concluded 
that there was no such thing as a real- 
ly high-speed color film, i.e., high-speed 
in comparison to black-and-white films. 
One member of the audience imme- 
diately reminded me that a 35mm color 
film was available that was claimed to 
give well exposed transparencies at an 
A.S.A. exposure index of 125. How 
could I reconcile this with my state- 
ment that a high-speed color film did 
not exist? 


Many factors affect film speed 


To begin with, there is no A.S.A. pro- 
cedure for determining film speeds of 
reversal color films. The manufactur- 
ers give exposure indexes for films that 
cannot be assigned A.S.A. ratings, in 
order to aid photographers in obtain- 
ing correet exposures with exposure 
meters. But the A.S.A. procedure does 
not enter into the picture, and to my 
knowledge the firms that distribute 
color films for which they claim “high- 
speed” do not give any clue as to how 
they derive their exposure index. 
Therefore, it is the photographer who 
adds the A.S.A. prefix to the published 
exposure indexes. 

The manufacturers publish exposure 
indexes for color films that will lead 
to transparencies of best quality under 
average conditions. They know very 
well that under some circumstances it 
may be necessary to use a higher or a 
lower exposure index to obtain highest 
quality. They also know that it is pos- 
sible to increase the effective speed of 
the film by various processing changes, 
such as increased first development, 
decreased color development, or a com- 
bination of these. At the same time 
they are aware that the increase in ef- 
fective film speed will be obtained only 
by sacrificing certain qualities that are 
generally considered desirable. 

A color film that has an exposure 
index of 12 for normal purposes can, 
for special purposes, be processed so 
that it can be used at an exposure index 
of 48 or more. The necessary process- 
ing changes cause an increase in high- 
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light contrast, usually a distorted col- 
or balance, less saturated color repro- 
duction, a loss of maximum density and 
a consequent decrease in overall den- 
sity scale, etc. Now in some instances 
it is perfectly true that it is preferred 
to compromise on all of these quality 
losses in order to get a picture of one 
sort or another. It is also true that 
when color films are used for photo- 
graphing subjects of low brightness 
range, as in copying or in some photo- 
micrographic applications, even better 
results can be obtained by processing 
alterations than by normal processing. 
As a matter of fact, special purpose 
color films, such as color aerial film, 
have properties built into them which 
give results most suitable for this type 
of subject matter, and higher ‘film 
speed” results. But such films are de- 
signed for aerial photography where 
the brightness range of the subject is 
low, and are processed to give images 
of satisfactory brilliance and detail for 
relatively large transparency sizes. If 
used for normal subject matter to pro- 
duce small transparencies, e.g., 35mm 
transparencies, one has to expect to 
compromise on the gradation quality, 
graininess characteristics, tone repro- 
duction, etc. in order to have the ad- 
vantage of exposing the film at higher 
exposure index values. 


Future color film speed 


In considering to what extent color 
films may be speeded up in the future 
without sacrificing present-day stand- 
ards of quality, one must be mindful of 
the fact that color films are essentially 
black and white films. The light sensi- 
tivity of the film comes from silver 
halide emulsions. Therefore, to a very 
large extent, the speed of color films 
will depend upon the progress made in 
developing still higher speed black-and- 
white films. But the problem is quite 
a bit more complicated than a simple 
transfer of black-and-white film speeds 
to color films. 

Color films have several absorbing 
layers that tend to cause a loss in light, 
thus a loss of exposure efficiency. Color 
film emulsions must be very stable be- 
cause a change in characteristics of one 
emulsion will alter the overall color 
balance, the color gradation character- 
istics, or both. It is usually the case 
that emulsions of highest sensitivity 
are not the most stable, therefore, the 
manufacturer is restricted in the use of 
the highest speed emulsion. There are

many other complicating factors. It is 
enough to say that it should be obvious 
to anyone that if the manufacturers 
could make a high-speed color film 
without sacrificing other qualities, 
they would do it. And that’s where the 
matter stands for the future. When the 
multitude of problems are overcome 
we shall have high-speed color films. 
It will probably take another ten years, 
however, but don’t hold me to this pre- 
diction.—THE END
